WASHINGTON (AP) - Pri­ 
vate American contractors uq- 
der U.S. government super­ 
vision would hire the civilian 
technicians to operate the Sinai 
desert early-warning stations, 
according to preliminary plans.

Ford, 
having 
signed a joint congressional 
resolution authorizing up to 200 
American civilians to be sta­ 
tioned in the Sinai, now is mov­ 
ing to get the operation under­ 
way. His final decisions on the 
mechanics of the U.S. role will 
be made “relatively soon,” a 
White House official said. 
The role for private Ameri- 


can contractors is among key 
proposals in a National Secur­ 
ity Council memo being pre­ 
pared for Ford to put the Is- 
raeli-Egyptian agreement into 
effect. 
Administration sources say 
the President will make his de­ 
cisions after receiving the NSC 
memo with options provided by 
a number of federal agencies, 
including the State Department, 
the Pentagon and the Office of 
Management and Budget.

Natural gas shortage 
expected this winter 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
a growing natural gas shortage 
expected this winter, the U.S. 
Supreme Court has ruled out a 
tactic which the Federal Power 
Commission considered its best 
hope of providing any imme­ 
diate relief. 
By 
barring 
180-day 
ex­ 
emptions from federal price 
controls on natural gas, the 
court left it squarely up to Con­ 
gress to decide whether to per­ 
mit such exemptions which in 
effect temporarily lifted the 
price controls that are blamed 
by the natural gas industry for 
shortages. 
Even if Congress takes action 
later this year to permit the ex­ 
emptions, however, that would 
provide only partil relief for the 
expected shortages. 
The Federal Energy Adminis­ 


tration estimates that tempora­ 
ry exceptions from 
federal 
price controls would make it 
possible for interstate pipelines 
to buy an additional 200 billion 
to 400 billion cubic feet of gas 
this 
winter 
at 
unregulated 
prices up to three or four times 
as high as the federal ceiling 
price. 
But this is only a fraction of 
the total shortage, forecast at 
about 2.9 trillion cubic feet. 
Meanwhile, concerned about 
suspicions that some producers 
or pipelines may not have been 
trying as hard as they could to 
meet their contract obligations 
for gas deliveries, the FPC an­ 
nounced Tuesday that it will 
crack down on any who are un­ 
necessarily reducing their de­ 
liveries. 
The FPC did not cite any spe­ 


cific examples, but said such 
questions have arisen through 
congressional hearings “as well 
as in the day-to-day adminis- 
ratration” of the Natural Gas 
Act by the FPC. 
The FPC said it will hold 
pipelines and gas producers re­ 
sponsible for delivering their 
obligated amounts of natural 
gas or explaining why they 
can’t. When appropriate, the 
FPC said it will take adminis­ 
trative action or go to court to 
enforce gas delivery obliga­ 
tions. 
Gas 
shortages have 
been 
growing since about 1971. Both 
the industry and members of 
the FPC, including outgoing 
chairman John N. Nassikas, 
have blamed them on the legal 
requirement that the FPC regu­ 
late the price of interstate gas 


sales. 
They say this has diverted 
much of the natural gas away 
from the interstate market, to 
the higher-price intrastate mar­ 
ket which is outside federal 
regulation. 
In an effort to give the pipe­ 
lines more of the gas available 
on the unregulated market, the 
FPC permitted “emergency” 
purchases without price ceil­ 
ings for as long as 180 days 
during the heating season of 
1973-1974. 
The spokesman said some 196 
billion cubic feet of gas were 
purchased under 180-day ex­ 
emptions that season. But the 
procedure was challenged by 
the Consumer Federation of 
America, the American Public 
Gas Association, the American

For example, the ability 
of an oil company to move ahead 
in a search for new domestic 
petroleum resources depends on 
profits. The ability to ftnance the 


development of those resources 
so that they will amount to more 
than mere statistics buried deep 
in the earth depends upon a 
satisfactory rate of return on the 
money-the capital-that is tied 
up in the business. It has been 
pointed out that despite 1973 
increases in oil profits, the in­ 
dustry’s rate of return on in­ 
vestment is lower than the 
comparable 
rate 
for 
all 
manufacturing. This means that 
the oil industry, in spite of its 
supposedly high profits, could 
well have tough sledding in 
attracting investors to put up the 
billions upon billions of dollars 
that will be needed to increase 
the petroleum output of the U.S. 
oil industry. Investors must see 
a chance of a return on savings 
just as good as they can get 
anywhere else if they are to put 
at the disposal of the oil industry 
the new capital that will be 
required. 
It is little wonder that 
President Ford spoke a word of 
warning 
with

to 
irresponsible attacks on profits. 
There will be adequate profits to 
encourage private investment, 
or there will be federally-run

Those of us who believe in the 
importance of a free economy 
have 
been 
shocked 
and 
dismayed by disclosure that the 
executives of a few companies 
have given bribes in order to 
business abroad. In so doing, 
they have hurt the image of 
business generally and provided 
the critics of legitimate, law- 
abidding business with a stick to 
strike at free enterprise in the 
U.S. 
Of course, the companies that 
offered 
bribes 
were 
only 
following a pattern laid out by 
the federal government. The 
government regularly dangles 
money under 
the noses of 
colleges, for instance, stating 
that the sums will be withheld if 
certain action aren’t taken. Isn’t 
this bribery, too? 
Nevertheless, it is essential 
that everyone in business be 
more 
concerned 
about 
dishonesty in all its forms. 
Edward J. Walsh of the U.S. 
Industrial 
Council 
recently 
analyzed the extent and impact 
of dishonesty. He cited “the 
housewife who slips small items 
of merchandise into her han­ 
dbag, waitress who charges bills 


paid in cash to stolen credit 
cards...And all complacent in 
the notion that their isolated 
little 
dishonest 
acts 
aren’t 
hurting anyone.” 
Mr. Walsh noted that there are 
numerous safeguards that can 
be used by business against 
internal crime “separation of 
responsibilities, frequent audits, 
thorough investigations of the 
work histories of prospective 
employes, more stringent in­ 
ventory controls, are only a 
few.” 
Mr. Walsh commented that 
“the traditional standards of 
moral conduct which civilized 
society always assumed would 
protect it from the ravages of 
intelligent men consumed by 
greed, seemed to have paled 
somewhat-if they still matter at 
all.” Hecited these indicators: 
1. The annual cost of em­ 
bezzlement 
and 
pilferage 
reportedly exceeds by several 
billion 
dollars 
the 
losses 
sustained throughout the nation 
from burglary and robbery. 
2. 
An insurance company 
reported that at least 30 per cent 
of all business failures each year 
are 
the 
result of employe 
dishonesty. 
3. Fraud was a major con­ 
tributing factor in the forced 
closing of about 100 banks 
during a 20-year period. 
4. Dishonesty by corporate 
executives and employes has 
increased the retail costs of one 
company by up to 15 per cent, 
causing shareholders to suffer a 
paper loss of $300 million within 
just a few days. 
Our society and our economic 
system cannot afford further 
moral fragmentation. Business 
leaders must take the initiative 
in emphasizing that there isn’t 
any gray area between right and 
wrong. The preservation of a 
free economic system and a free 
society requires a strengthening 
of the traditions of decency, self- 
discipline 
and 
personal 
in­ 
tegrity. 
The application of moral 
principles in the business 
dealings of life, first of all, must 
come in the everyday tran­ 
sactions of shop, office and 
factory.

The court ordered the 
FPC to determine if natural gas 
curtailments on the East Coast 
were deliberate or unavoidable. 
FPC officials, therefore, have 
reluctantly 
instructed 
their 
staffs to find out whether the 
shortage really exists. A con­ 
fidential sMdy for the house 
Energy subcommittee states, 
however, 
that the FPC in­ 
vestigation 
is 
“doomed 
to 
failure.” 
The 
probe 
is 
“miserably 
understaffed,” the study states, 
because FPC Chairman John 
Nassikas “has reassigned the 
more competent staff to work on 
deregulation.” 
Only two full-time people have 
been assigned to go through 109 
crates of documents in the case. 
They have only one lawyer 
working with them, but he is 
also assigned to two other in­ 
vestigations. 
The Commission has other 
natural gas probes under way, 


but they also suffer from un­ 
derstaffing. 
One is supposed to determine 
whethere there is rhore gas 
available in wells that the in­ 
dustry has shut down, as some 
critics have alleged. 


The FPC has received 50 
volumes of technical material 
on the case from gas producers. 
The staff working on the in­ 
vestigation, 
therefore, 
asked 
Chairman Nassikas for an ex­ 
pert consultant to help them 
decipher the data. 
Internal 
FPC memos show 
that the request was made in 
July. But two months and a 
flurry of memos later, Nassikas 
finally decided that the funds for 
a consultant were not available. 


Nine months of staff work has 
gurgled down the drain, and the 
producers’ side of the story has 
yet to be investigated. 
Nassikas, apparently, is more 
interested in getting the gas 
industry higher prices. And 
those higher prices will mean 
higher utility bills for American 
consumers..

Even as the debate and 
controversy over national health 
insurance 
preempts

headlines, the work of the 
medical profession to advance 
the cause of good health con­ 
tinues. A publication of the 
American Medical Association, 
“AMA Update,” reports that 
most of the AMA’s 1974 budget is 
to go for better medical care and 
better health. The AMA expects 
to spend over $37 million in 1974- 
about 10 percent more than in 
1973 to achieve three major 
goals: 
better 
delivery 
of 
medical care services, higher 
quality medical care services 
and persuading Americans to be 
more mindful of their own 
health. 
In 
the 
words 
of 
“Update,” 
“We’ve 
said 
it 
before, and we’ll say it again: 
Our nation’s total health bill— 
currently about $83 billion a 
year-could be reduced sub­ 
stantially, 
if 
people 
would 
simply smoke less, eat less, get 
more 
exercise, 
drive more 
carefully, and generally take 
better care of themselves.” 
“Update” 
also notes that 
almost 
half of the money 
required for AMA’s programs in 
1974 will come from the dues 
paid by physician members of 
the AMA. This is the kind of 
genuine 
voluntarism 
that 
produces high health standards. 
No government program that 
substitutes compulsion for 
voluntarism can produce the 
kind of enlightened medical 
progress that depends so much 
upon the basic principles of 
individual 
initiative 
and 
freedom of action. Preserving 
these principles is a paramount 
issue in the health care debate.

This would be a gross violation 
of a White House regulation 
which forbids any official from 
accepting a gift valued in excess 
of $25. Kennerly, moreover, is on 
friendly terms with Jagger’s jet 
set wife, Bianca. On its face, 
therefore, the story appears 
credible. 
We carefully checked the 
story and found it to be only 
partially true. Kennerly was 
indeed given a Petropolis game 
worth $790, but not by Jagger. It 
came instead from Baron 
Arnaud de R os nay, another 
international socialite and the 
inventor of the game. Kennerly, 
to his credit, realized it would be 
improper to accept the gift, so 
he returned it. 
Footnote: We made repeated 
calls to Kennerly for comment, 
but he never returned them.

Responsible for Slaves? Labor 
Chiefs reject super seniority for 
Blacks and other minorities 
SAN FRANCISCO - During 
all these recession months black 
leaders 
have 
been 
angrily 
denouncing the last-hired - first- 
fired practice. For almost two 
years now 
national 
black 
spokesmen have demanded the 
reversal of the seniority system 
which they charged operates 
against 
black 
workers 
- 
especially against the younger 
men and women. 
And during all this time in­ 
siders expected the final con­ 
frontation. But the showdown 
never came. No black voice in or 
around 
the 
huge 
Civic 
Auditorium was raised 
in 
protest 
against what many 
delegates called “the art of the 
possible” in their program to 
help the blacks. 
The massive convention just 
wouldn’t have bought reverse 
seniority. 
The 
chairman, 
George Meany, wouldn’t have 
bought what he has called 
“ reverse 
discrim ination.” 
Black and white workers alike in 
the labor federation’s 109 unions 
won’t stand for being bumped 
from their jobs by younger, 
more 
recently 
hired, black 
workers, or, for that matter, by 
Chicanos, 
Spanish-surnamed 
employes, American Indians or 
women. 
Not too long ago Meany put it 
bluntly when he said: 
“To say that we’ve got to 
sacrifice our kids and our rights 
to take care of people who 
merely say that we’ve got to be 
employed because our skin is 
black, that is discrimination in 
reverse and we don’t buy it.” 
Meany always lays it on the 
line but rarely has he spoken of 
the racial issue as he did in that 
conversation. It’s worth putting 
on the record in the context of 
the 
recent 
AFL-CIO 
con­ 
vention’s concern with heavy 
joblessness. 
“How would you feel if you 
worked in a factory and you had 
15 years seniority and you had a 
contract?” Meany asked. “And 
you felt that you had to take care 
of your kids and your family and 
you were told that because you 
were white you were going to be 
disposed of in favor of a fellow 
with 15 years less seniority. I 
don’t buy that at all.” 
Meany added that no one had 
the obligation to make such a 
sacrifice of a job. 
With 
the 
characteristic 
acerbic candor which has made 
Meany one of the world’s most 
outspoken men of power, he 
outlined the rationale for his 
opposition to the campaign for 
reversal 
of 
seniority 
in 
American industry and com­ 
merce. 
“ You’re 
talking 
against 
human nature. You’re saying to 
a 45-year-old white man with 
five kids that he’s trying to 
educate, ‘You’re going to lose 
your job because a 22-year-old 
black man doesn’t have your 
seniority, because he would 
have been hired when he was six 
years old’ ... This is the kind of 
item I don’t buy at all. 
“ I don’t think that I’m 
responsible for the fact that 
people in this country 125 years 
ago went to Africa and brought 
people over here as slaves. 
That’s not my responsibility at 
all. I wj&n’t around yet. 


“ My 
forebears 
weren’t 
responsible. My ancestors were 
fighting for religious freedom in 
Ireland then; they were fighting 
for their lives too. And to say 
that I’ve got some responsibility 
to make up for discrimination 
that took place 120 years ago is 
nuts. 
“And it’s completely against 
human nature.” 
The biggest black drive for 
reverse 
seniority 
strongly 
denounced by Meany, and by 
delegates, is aimed at the 
construction 
trades’ 
unions 
which report that at least one 
million of their members are 
jobless. And more to come, they 
sav. 
They counter the black drive, 
which 
has 
the 
hammering 
support of the congressional 
Black Caucus, with reports of 
the 
AFL-CIO’s 
Operation 
Outreach functioning in 150 
cities. 
Construction union leaders 
say that scores of thousands of 
black workers have been and 
are being trained to be craft­ 
smen in the highest paying 
trades - such as plumbers, 
steam fitters, electrical and 
sheet 
metal workers. Some 
union chiefs say it is difficult to 
convince some educated black 
youths to get into the building 
and 
construction 
training 
courses because the minority 
youth feel it is undignified to 
work with their hands. Yet in 
modern construction, especially 
where the big pay is these days, 
there is considerable need for 
literate young workers also 
proficient in mathematics. 
In the closing hours of the 
convention 
there 
also 
was 
discussion of the drive for 
reverse seniority in the public 
sector. Cities everywhere are up 
against the wall. Layoffs are 
imminent 
everywhere. 
This 
isn’t merely a New York City 
phenomenon. 
Thus 
many 
black 
and 
minority workers with short 
seniority because they’ve been 
hired mostly in the past few 
years are the first now being 
laid off. This became a last- 
minute convention issue when 
William 
Lucy, 
national 
secretary treasurer and second 
in command of the 750,000- 
member American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal 
Employes, made a brief, futile 
fight for some modification of 
the 
last-hired 
-- 
first-fired 
principle in the public sector. 
Lucy, who works in tandem 
with the big union’s president 
Jerry Wurf, is the nation’s 
highest black labor official. He 
ought to amend a resolution by 
including clauses which would 
have slowed the seniority 
system in public employment 
by taking into consideration the 
comparatively 
new 
“ af­ 
firmative action” programs. 
But Lucy’s efforts were 
quickly and overwhelmingly 
defeated. Forthe vast bulk of 
American labor and its powerful 
unions, the seniority system is 
the basis of its strength and 
existence. This is the sentiment 
of all including such men as 
United Steelworkers of America 
president I. W. (Abe) Abel who 
believes 
any 
reversal 
of 
seniority would throw American 
industry into chaos. They feel 
strongly as Meany does - no 
reverse discrimination.

PROFITS OR COMPULSION 
President Gerald Ford made a 
most timely observation when 
he 
spoke 
critically 
of 
the 
‘‘dangerous’’ notion that profits 
are inherently evil-that all who 
abhor profits are good guys and 
those who defend them are bad 
guys, his rem arks are especially 
significant in light of the nearly 
hysterical outcry against the 
supposed excessive profits of the 
oil industry. These profits, of 
themselves, tell less than half 
the story about oil company 
earnings, and the whole story 
must be heard and understood if

to 
consum ers 
in 
a 
reasonably sufficient supply. 
The public has been missing 
an essential part of the story in 
the ill-conceived uproar over 
profits. For example, the ability 
of an oil company to move ahead 
in a search for new domestic 
petroleum resources depends on 
profits. The ability to ftnance the 


development of those resources 
so that they will amount to more 
than mere statistics buried deep 
in the earth depends upon a 
satisfactory rate of return on the 
m oney-the capital-that is tied 
up in the business. It has been 
pointed out that despite 1973 
increases in oil profits, the in­ 
dustry’s rate of return on in­ 
vestment is lower than 
the 
com parable 
ra te 
for 
all 
manufacturing. This means that 
the oil industry, in spite of its 
supposedly high profits, could 
well have tough sledding in 
attracting investors to put up the 
billions upon billions of dollars 
that will be needed to increase 
the petroleum output of the U.S. 
oil industry. Investors must see 
a chance of a return on savings 
just as good as they can get 
anywhere else if they are to put 
at the disposal of the oil industry 
the new capital that will be 
required.

Those of us who believe in the 
importance of a free economy 
have

shocked

dismayed by disclosure that the 
executives of a few companies 
have given bribes in order to 
business abroad. In so doing, 
they have hurt the image of 
business generally and provided 
the critics of legitimate, law- 
abidding business with a stick to 
strike at free enterprise in the 
U.S. 
Of course, the companies that 
offered 
bribes 
w ere 
only 
following a pattern laid out by 
the federal government. The 
government regularly dangles 
money 
under 
the 
noses 
of 
colleges, for instance, stating 
that the sums will be withheld if 
certain action aren’t taken. Isn’t 
this bribery, too? 
Nevertheless, it is essential 
that everyone in business be 
m ore 
concerned 
about 
dishonesty in all its forms. 
Edward J. Walsh of the U.S. 
Industrial 
Council 
recently 
analyzed the extent and impact 
of dishonesty. He cited “ the 
housew ife who slips small items 
of merchandise into her han­ 
dbag, waitress who charges bills 


paid in cash to stolen credit 
cards...And all complacent in 
the notion that their isolated 
little 
dishonest 
acts 
aren’t 
hurting anyone.” 
Mr. Walsh noted that there are 
numerous safeguards that can 
be used by business against 
internal crim e “separation of 
responsibilities, frequent audits, 
thorough investigations of the 
work histories of prospective 
employes, more stringent in­ 
ventory controls, are only a 
few.” 
Mr. Walsh commented that 
“ the traditional standards of 
moral conduct which civilized 
society always assumed would 
protect it from the ravages of 
intelligent men consumed by 
greed, seem ed to have paled 
somewhat--if they still m atter at 
all. ” He cited these indicators : 
1. The annual cost of em ­ 
bezzlem ent 
and 
pilferage 
reportedly exceeds by several 
billion 
d o llars 
the 
losses 
sustained throughout the nation 
from burglary and robbery. 
2. 
An 
insurance 
company 
reported that at least 30 per cent 
of all business failures each year 
are 
the 
result 
of 
employe 
dishonesty. 
3. Fraud was a m ajor con­ 
tributing factor in the forced 
closing 
of 
about 
100 
banks 
during a 20-year period. 
4. Dishonesty by corporate 
executives and employes has 
increased the retail costs of one 
company by up to 15 per cent, 
causing shareholders to suffer a 
paper loss of $300 million within 
just a few days. 
Our society and our economic 
system cannot afford further 
moral fragm entation. Business 
leaders m ust take the initiative 
in emphasizing that there isn’t 
any gray area between right and 
wrong. The preservation of a 
free economic system and a free 
society requires a strengthening 
of the traditions of decency, self- 
discipline 
and 
personal 
in­ 
tegrity. 
The 
application 
of 
moral 
principles 
in 
the business 
dealings of life, first of all, must 
come in the everyday tran­ 
sactions of shop, office and 
factory.

the way of its push for higher 
natural gas prices. 
President Ford, the gas in­ 
dustry, and the top brass at the 
FPC have concluded that the 
producers 
need 
prices 
deregulated as an incentive to 
find more gas and stave off an 
anticipated shortage. 
But there is only the industry’s 
word to support the predictions 
of shortage. Indeed, the U.S. 
Court of Appeals has heard 
evidence that the gas companies 
are simply holding back their 
product until they get higher 
prices. The court ordered the 
FPC to determine if natural gas 
curtailm ents on the East Coast 
were deliberate or unavoidable. 
FPC officials, therefore, have 
reluctantly 
instructed 
their 
staffs to find out whether the 
shortage reajly exists. A con­ 
fidential study for the house 
Energy subcommittee states, 
however, 
that 
the FPC 
in­ 
vestigation 
is 
“ doomed 
to 
failure.” 
The 
probe 
is 
“ miserably 
understaffed,” the study states, 
because FPC Chairman 
John 
Nassikas “has reassigned the 
more competent staff to work on 
deregulation.” 
Only two full-time people have 
been assigned to go through 109 
crates of documents in the case. 
They have only one lawyer 
working with them, but he is 
also assigned to two other in­ 
vestigations. 
The Commission has other 
natural gas probes under way, 


but they also suffer from un­ 
derstaffing. 
One is supposed to determ ine 
whethere there is more gas 
available in wells that the in­ 
dustry has shut down, as some 
critics have alleged. 


The FPC 
has received 50 
volumes of technical m aterial 
on the case from gas producers. 
The staff working on the in­ 
vestigation, 
therefore, 
asked 
Chairm an Nassikas for an ex­ 
pert consultant to help them 
decipher the data. 
Internal 
FPC memos show 
that the request was made in 
July. But two months and a 
flurry of memos later, Nassikas 
finally decided that the funds for 
a consultant were not available. 


Nine months of staff work has 
gurgled down the drain, and the 
producers’ side of the story has 
yet to be investigated. 
Nassikas, apparently, is more 
interested in getting the gas 
industry 
higher 
prices. 
And 
those higher prices will mean 
higher utility bills for American 
consumers..

Responsible for Slaves? Labor 
Chiefs reject super seniority for 
Blacks and other minorities 
SAN FRANCISCO - During 
all these recession months black 
leaders 
have 
been 
angrily 
denouncing the last-hired - first- 
fired practice. For almost two 
y e a rs 
now 
national 
black 
spokesmen have demanded the 
reversal of the seniority system 
which they charged operates 
a g ain st 
black 
w orkers 
-- 
especially against the younger 
men and women. 
And during all this time in­ 
siders expected the final con­ 
frontation. But the showdown 
never came. No black voice in or 
around 
the 
huge 
Civic 
A uditorium 
was 
raised 
in 
protest 
against 
what 
many 
delegates called “ the art of the 
possible” in their program to 
help the blacks. 
The massive convention just 
wouldn’t have bought reverse 
seniority. 
The 
chairm an, 
George Meany, wouldn’t have 
bought 
what 
he 
has called 
“ rev erse 
d iscrim in atio n .” 
Black and white workers alike in 
the labor federation’s 109 unions 
won’t stand for being bumped 
from their jobs by younger, 
more 
recently 
hired, 
black 
workers, or, for that m atter, by 
Chicanos, 
Spanish-surnamed 
employes, American Indians or 
women. 
Not too long ago Meany put it 
bluntly when he said: 
“ To say that we’ve got to 
sacrifice our kids and our rights 
to take care of people who 
merely say that we’ve got to be 
employed because our skin is 
black, that is discrimination in 
reverse and we don’t buy it.” 
Meany always lays it on the 
line but rarely has he spoken of 
the racial issue as he did in that 
conversation. It’s worth putting 
on the record in the context of 
the 
recent 
AFL-CIO 
con­ 
vention’s concern with heavy 
joblessness. 
“ How would you feel if you 
worked in a factory and you had 
15 years seniority and you had a 
contract?” Meany asked. “ And 
you felt that you had to take care 
of your kids and your family and 
you were told that because you 
were white you were going to be 
disposed of in favor of a fellow 
with 15 years less seniority. I 
don’t buy that at all.” 
Meany added that no one had 
the obligation to make such a 
sacrifice of a job. 
W ith 
the 
c h a ra c teristic 
acerbic candor which has made 
Meany one of the world’s most 
outspoken men of power, he 
outlined the rationale for his 
opposition to the campaign for 
re v e rsa l 
of 
seniority 
in 
American industry and com­ 
merce. 
“ Y ou’re 
talking 
against 
human nature. You’re saying to 
a 45-year-old white man with 
five kids that he’s trying to 
educate, ‘You’re going to lose 
your job because a 22-year-old 
black man doesn’t have your 
seniority, 
because he would 
have been hired when he was six 
years old’ ... This is the kind of 
item I don’t buy at all. 
“ I don’t think 
th at 
I’m 
responsible for the fact that 
people in this country 125 years 
ago went to Africa and brought 
people over here as slaves. 
T hat’s not my responsibility at 
all. I w.ffcn t around yet. 


“ My 
forebears 
w e re n ’t 
responsible. My ancestors were 
fighting for religious freedom in 
Ireland then; they were fighting 
for their lives too. And to say 
that I’ve got some responsibility 
to m ake up for discrimination 
that took place 120 years ago is 
nuts. 
“ And it’s completely against 
human nature.” 
The biggest black drive for 
rev erse 
seniority 
strongly 
denounced by Meany, and by 
delegates, 
is aimed 
at 
the 
construction 
trades’ 
unions 
which report that at least one 
million of their m em bers are 
jobless. And more to come, they 
sav. 
They counter the black drive, 
which 
has 
the 
ham m ering 
support of the congressional 
Black Caucus, with reports of 
the 
AFL-CIO’s 
O peration 
Outreach 
functioning 
in 
150 
cities. 
Construction 
union 
leaders 
say that scores of thousands of 
black workers have been and 
are being trained to be craft­ 
smen in the highest paying 
trades - such as plumbers, 
steam 
fitters, electrical and 
sheet 
m etal 
workers. 
Some 
union chiefs say it is difficult to 
convince some educated black 
youths to get into the building 
and 
construction 
train in g 
courses because the minority 
youth feel it is undignified to 
work with their hands. Yet in 
modern construction, especially 
where the big pay is these days, 
there is considerable need for 
literate 
young 
workers 
also 
proficient in mathem atics. 
In the closing hours of the 
convention 
there 
also 
was 
discussion 
of 
the 
drive 
for 
reverse seniority in the public 
sector. Cities everywhere are up 
against the wall. Layoffs are 
imminent 
everywhere. 
This 
isn’t merely a New York City 
phenomenon. 
Thus 
m any 
black 
and 
minority workers with short 
seniority because they’ve been 
hired mostly in the past few 
years are the first now being 
laid off. This became a last- 
minute convention issue when 
W illiam 
Lucy, 
national 
secretary treasurer and second 
in command of the 750,009- 
member American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal 
Employes, made a brief, futile 
fight for some modification of 
the 
last-hired 
- 
first-fired 
principle in the public sector. 
Lucy, who works in tandem 
with the big union’s president 
Jerry 
Wurf, 
is the nation’s 
highest black labor official. He 
ought to am end a resolution by 
including clauses which would 
have 
slow ed the seniority 
system in public employment 
by taking into consideration the 
com paratively 
new 
“ a f­ 
firmative action” programs. 
But 
L ucy’s 
efforts 
w ere 
quickly 
and 
overwhelmingly 
defeated. Forthe vast bulk of 
American labor and its powerful 
unions, the seniority system is 
the basis of its strength and 
existence. This is the sentim ent 
of all including such men as 
United Steelworkers of America 
president I. W. (Abe) Abel who

Ed Armbrister to lay down a 
sacrifice bunt. Armbrister did 
as expected, but something un­ 
expected followed. 
The ball hopped a few feet in 
front of home plate and Boston 
catcher Carlton Fisk charged to 
field it. He had difficulty get­ 
ting to it, however, because Ar­ 
mbrister was in his way. 
When Fisk picked up the ball, 
he threw toward second base in 
an attempt to get the lead run- 


ner. But the throw was wild 
into center field and the Reds 
suddenly had runners on second 
and third base because of the 
error. 
The play triggered a protest 
from the Boston bench, particu­ 
larly Fisk and Manage* Darrell 
Johnson.

With temperatures in the area being more indicative of 
baseball, tennis and other outside endeavors, men like 
Clayton “Buddy” Spears look forward to their times in the 
“sun” - the basketball season. No matter what kind of lies 
Mother Nature is spreading, the wind id gonna get nippy in the 
next couple of months and Wednesday, October 15, the 6-foot-5 
Spears will greet candidates for his team, the Sikeston 
Bulldogs, in the upcoming season. If everybody expected 
shows up, the Bulldogs should be tough. 
In his first year at SHS, the youthful Spears blended 
quickness with outside shooting for a 15-13 record and the 
championship of the Class 4-A Regional Tournament at Cape. 
Now, four of those starters are gone and 47 points out of the 
Bulldogs 70-plus points per game have departed with them. 
But, things lode very good for the Bulldogs in 75-76. 
Last year’s team was an outstanding offensive unit. With 
shooters like Hal Presley, Steve Burchfield, Vangalee West 
and Russ Wissman, Sikeston had the offense. Any problems 
they encountered against the district’s toughest schedule can 
be traced wholy to the defense and, to a slighter degree, on the 
boards. Slender Hal Presley, the Bulldogs’ leading scorer and 
rebounder, has graduated and will be tough to replace. 
Presley is playing his roundball in Mississippi at junior 
college and it will be up to a trio of last year’s jayvee 
ballplayers to take his place. But, those jayvee graduates are 
most of the reason for coach Sprears’ optimism. 
Last year Sikeston could score points in bunches, but they 
were hard-pressed to stop the opponents. Teams like 
Charleston and Kennett did exactly the same offensive things 
that the Bulldogs, did them better, and played defense to boot. 
Spears hopes his team can do some of the same in the season 
ahead. 
Six - foot- 6 Paul Gilbow is a standout football piayer, but 
the big junior could have an even greater future on the har- 
dcourt. Gilbow can be awesome on the boards and is a good 
shooter. While he doesn’t have the quickness and offensive 
moves of a Presley or West, Gilbow is bigger and stronger, a 
better rebounder and potentially the strongest inside scorer 
Sikeston has ever had. 
Six-foot-4 Marc Eaves should complement Gilbow well on 
the front line. Eaves is a streaky player, and, when he is hot, 
there is no mid-range shooter better. Defenders don’t seem to 
bother the senior, who shot nearly 54 per cent from the field 
last year and was just two rebounds away from Presley’s 
team lead with better than ten a game. 
“You wouldn’t recognize Curtis Sales,” is the word from the 
high school, when talking about the high-leaping junior, who 
had bad hand problems last year. Just six-feet tall, Sales will 
jump center for Sikeston and give the Bulldogs, hopefully the 


district’s strongest front three. Sales leaping ability has to be 
seen to be believes. 
Guard is where Sikeston was the strongest last year and 
guard is where graduation hit the hardest. Diminutive Steve 
Burchfield came from nowhere to capture the hearts of 
Sikeston fans with his quick moves and deadly outcourt 
shooting. The 5-foot-7 guard hit nearly half his shots from 
postage-stamp range and averaged over ten points a game, 
while being nominated for All-American. His defense may 
have been sporadic, but Burch’s shooting will be missed. 
Vangalee West was Sikeston’s best player down the stretch 
and is attending college in Arkansas. Russ Wissman also is 
gone and the Bulldogs must replace a good-shooting, strong 
defensive player because of it. This is the biggest question 
mark for Sikeston, but it is also where the Bulldogs return the 
most experience and the most answers. 
Part-time starter Ron Priday is a good passer who must 
improve his shooting to s tart for Spears. The best hustler on a 
hustling team, Priday is the ¡winning type of ballplayer that 
coaches like to have and, if he can shoot better than last year’s 
34 per cent, the guard position will be solid. 
Harold Dockins is a better offensive ballplayer than Priday, 
a very capable defensive ballplayer and another possible 
answer in the backcourt. If Dockins can discipline his play 
and gain the maturity that many athletes do in their senior 
year, he would be a real asset. 
Ed Nunnelee played many times last year when Sikeston 
needed the ball. His quickness is deceptive because of his 
willowy frame, but Nunnelee is aggressive and gives spears 
good depth at a critical position. 
Larry Jackson appears to have the best shot at getting 
playing time, among those guard graduating the jayvee 
squad. Mike Warfield also should earn a uniform and Alonzo 
Harris, a 6-foot-3 junior, should provide inside help after a 
sickness - marred sophomore year. 
Part time players Glen Alexander, Jeff Minner and Mike 
Ziegenhorn could be key players, too. These three saw sparing 
action last year and, if they are good enough to retain their 
uniforms considering all the competition, They could give the 
optimistic Spears much more to smile about.

“ It lends more credibility to 
the board to have an outside 
person on it,” Uffmann says. 
“ Initially I was not enthused 
by the idea, but after talking 
to directors in other states 
that have public members, I 
came to support the idea.” 
According to a 35-state 
survey conducted by the 
consumer affairs department, 
all but seven states had public 
members»on some of their 
licensing boards. 
Dave Doelling, consumer 
program assistant for 
the 
department, says studies have 
shown that the boards take 
over the licensed professions, 
and 
sometimes 
use 
their 
power to limit competition 
within the field. 
Doelling says there is a 
“ natural, inherent bias by the 
professional” when regulating 
the field. 
“ We want to preclude that 
problem from affecting us,” 
he says, 
“ and 
a 
public 
member is a step in the right 
direction. By and large, the 
professional can do a good job, 
but they just need to get the 
consumer viewpoint.” 
While he does not know of 
any restrictive policies of the 
Missouri licensing boards, 
Doelling says part of the 
impetus for the legislation 
came from “ persons who felt 
they were abused 
by 
the 
agency.” 
Uffmann also says he has 
not found any abuses in the 
regulatory policies of the 
boards 
or 
excessively 
restrictive licensing prac­ 
tices. 
There have been a few 
lawsuits over the years, 
challenging the boards’ denial 
of licenses to applicants. In 
one case, an individual sued to 
have 
work 
in the 
state 
auditor’s office counted as 
part of the required practical 
experience for the board’s 
approval. 
The state Supreme Court 
ruled that since the auditor 
was a certified public account, 
work in that office met the 
requirements. 
Uffmann says, “ One of our 
most important functions is to 
be very explicit when we turn 
someone 
down. 
Board 
members explain in detail 
what is needed to qualify.” 
Abuses found in other states 
do not give a true represen­ 
tation of the workings of 
Missouri licensing boards, he 
added. Uffmann says the 
inclusion of a layman on each 
of the public boards would 
help eliminate the chances of 
problems occurring in the 
future. 
During hearings on the 
proposal 
last 
session, 
criticism came from two 
directions. 
S ome 
p r o f e s s i o n a l 
associations argued that there 
was no need for placing a 
public member on the boards. 
They were especially opposed 
to the idea of replacing one 
professional member of the* 
board with the layman. 
Doelling says that criticism 
has been met by having the 
layman as an additional 
member instead of as a 
replacement. 
Other criticism about the 
plan came from those who 
believe that one layman on a 
board cannot accomplish 
anything,

Pinnacles National Monu­ 
ment, which straddles Cali­ 
fornia’s famed San Andreas 
earthquake fault, is literally 
a “ park on the move.” 
For millions of years, the 
craggy pinnacles, riding the 
tectonic Pacific Plate, have 
been inching northward and 
now are nearly 200 miles 
north of their original loca­ 
tion. 
Moving 
with 
glacial 
rapidity — an inch and a half 
a year — Pinnacles is ex­ 
pected to pull abreast of San 
Francisco in about four m il­ 
lion years. 
This 22-square-mile jumble 
of volcanic spires and coastal 
chaparral today is located 24 
m iles south of H ollister, 
Calif., between U.S. 101 and 
State Route 25, east of Sole- 
dad. 
Wind, rain, heat, fro^t and 
the earth’s upheavals have 
shaped cave-like canyons, 
rocky tunnels and other 
grotesque geological forma­ 
tions that offer varied hiking 
and climbing experiences. 
Pinnacles is a park best ex­ 
plored on foot. 
If you are a casual stroller, 
take the self-guiding Moses 
Spring Trail, which leads you 
over the Bear Gulch Caves, 
past oozing springs and leafy 
fern grottoes to the top of the 
dam, a distance of 0.7 miles. 
If you plan to go all the way 
through the caves on the 
return trip, be sure to bring a 
flashlight. 
For the more energetic 
hiker, Pinnacles offers an­ 
other 26 miles of trails, the 
most strenuous of which is 
the nine-mile Chalone Peak 
Trail which rises to 2,150 feet, 
winding through dense stands 
of chaparral and offering 
panoramic views of the sur­ 
rounding countryside and the 
pinnacles from the fire tower. 
Experienced rock climbers 
w ill appreciate Pinnacles’ 
boulders of varied shapes, 
sizes and difficulties. 
Choose the hike that is right 
for you by studying the de­

The geology of Pinnacles is 
not its only unique feature.

hot and dry, while winter and 
spring bathe the park with an 
average 16 inches of rain per 
year. 
To last through this annual 
drought, the area’s flora are 
small. Manzanita, chamise 
and buckbrush are shaped 
like miniature trees and some 
ch ap arral 
com m unities 
resemble pygmy forest. 


This dwarf vegetation pro­ 
vides habitat and shelter for 
many animals. Black-tailed 
deer and raccoons can be 
seen near trails and occa­ 


sionally wander through 
campgrounds. Gray fox and 
bobcat are common, but are 
seen only at night. As you 
watch for trailside move­ 
ments you may spot a large 
lizard sitting by the path, 
confident that he blends per­ 
fectly with the dusty soil. 


Rattlesnakes are active 
from early spring through 
late fall and you may en­ 
counter one on the trail.

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Students 
score well 
in testing 


JEFFERSON 
CITY— 
Missouri youngsters are scoring 
well in both mathematics and 
reading, according to the first 
results from the statewide 
testing program for public 
school students. 
These first scores, just 
compiled, were from ap­ 
proximately 28,000 fourth grade 
students from across the state. 
“The performance of these 
fourth graders really was quite 
high,” said Charles Foster, 
director of guidance services for 
the 
State Department 
of 
Elementary 
and 
Secondary 
Education. “Better still, we’re 
hopeful and have every reason 
to expect that because of the 
tests, future fourth graders will 
do even better.” 
Primary purpose of the 
testing program is to assist 
teachers in making their 
programs and teaching methods 
more effective. 
Consequently, in these first 
(criterion-based) tests, results 
cannot be compared to national 
or existing state averages, as 
they would be in tests (norm- 
referenced) in which a student’s 
level of performance is checked 
against an established average. 
A pproxim ately 
50,000 
Missouri seventh graders will 
take tests in reading and 
mathematics this fall, which 
will be both criterion and norm- 
referenced and which can be 
compared to national averages. 
Even so, the little fourth 
graders were examined rather 
closely for “mastery” of a 
reading or mathematical ob­ 
jective. 
Each was tested on 30 
mathematics and 30 reading 
objectives, with each objective 
having three questions. This 
results in 90 questions for each 
subject. Under this system, if a 
student misses one question 
under an objective, he is not 
considered a “master” of that 
objective. 
Test scores reveal that 52 per 
cent of the students had 
mastered 
the 
mathematical 
objectives and 41 per cent the 
reading objectives. 
“This is not as bad as it may 
seem at first,” Foster said. “An 
examination of the answers 
showed that 50 per cent of the 
students answered at least 76 of 
the 90 mathematical questions 
and 74 of the 90 reading 
questions. The fourth graders 
performed quite well, especially 
in these two subject areas. The 
state of Missouri can take 
justifiable pride in the per­ 
formance of these students.” 


The math results were sur­ 
prising to some of the educators 
associated with the testing 
project. Traditionally, Missouri 
youngsters have scored higher 
in reading than mathematics. 
Yet, in these tests, they had 
higher math scores in both 
objectives mastered and total 
questions answered correctly. 
Foster emphasized that the 
test data cannot be used to 
evaluate teachers. In this 
regard, however, the test in­ 
formation should help them 
become more effective. 
“With the results,” he said, 
“ teachers 
can 
determine 
quickly the learning objectives 
which have been mastered. 
Rather than reteaching those 
learnings, they can zero in on 
objectives not mastered.

PAYING THE TEA BILL 


It’s not one of the biggest issues in Washington and cer­ 
tainly there are programs that cost more. But there is 
something especially galling - - almost insulting - - about the 
notion of tax dollars going to support a federal tea tasting 
program. 
Others have felt the same way, including former Presi­ 
dent Nixon, who singled out tea tasting in a 1970 speech as 
one of the worst examples of waste in government. Ln- 
fortunately, he did nothing about it. In fact, costs of the pro­ 
gram actually rose in the years after his speech. 
End Waste 
Now, if something can’t be done about a program as silly 
as tea tasting, then we’re in greater trouble than we think. So, 
I set out in 1972 to end this waste with an appropriations 
amendment which prohibited expenditure of any funds for 
tea in excess of revenues raised through fees charged tea im­ 
porters. 
The year I offered that amendment (1973), net cost to 
the taxpayers for tea tasting was $115,800. Among other 
things, that money paid the expenses of a Board of Tea Ex­ 
perts, a Board of Tea Appeals, and the costs of preparing tea 
samples. 
Bureaucracy Heeded the Warning 
The year after my amendment went into effect, the 
federal government not only stopped putting tax dollars into 
this program, but actually made money - - a net of $1,206. 
That may be one of the few times in history the federal 
government made money on one of its programs. 
The dangerous implications of this precedent were not 
lost on the Washington bureaucracy, however. Thus, it was 
with some relief that the agency was able to report that after 
its brief fall from bureaucratic favor, tea tasting had once 
again emerged in the deficit column, costing the taxpayer a 
small but promising $5,482 in 1975.

PAYING THE TEA BILL 


It’s not one of the biggest issues in Washington and cer­ 
tainly there are programs that cost more. But there is 
something especially galling - - almost insulting - - about the 
notion of tax dollars going to support a federal tea tasting 
program. 
Others have felt the same way, including former Presi­ 
dent Nixon, who singled out tea tasting in a 1970 speech as 
one of the worst examples of waste in government. Un­ 
fortunately, he did nothing about it. In fact, costs of the pro­ 
gram actually rose in the years after his speech. 
End Waste 
Now, if something can’t be done about a program as silly 
as tea tasting, then we’re in greater trouble than we think. So, 
I set out in 1972 to end this waste with an appropriations 
amendment which prohibited expenditure of any funds for 
tea in excess of revenues raised through fees charged tea im­ 
porters. 
The year I offered that amendment (1973), net cost to 
the taxpayers for tea tasting was $115,800. Among other 
things, that money paid the expenses of a Board o f Tea Ex­ 
perts, a Board ot lea Appeals, and the costs of preparing tea 
samples. 
Bureaucracy Heeded the Warning 
The year after my amendment went into effect, the 
federal government not only stopped putting tax dollars into 
this program, but actually made money - - a net of $1,206. 
That may be one of the few times in history the federal 
government made money on one of its programs. 
The dangerous implications of this precedent were not 
lost on the Washington bureaucracy, however. Thus, it was 
with some relief that the agency was able to report that after 
its brief fall from bureaucratic favor, tea tasting had once 
again emerged in the deficit column, costing the taxpayer a 
small but promising $5,482 in 1975.

My physician gave me a 
clean bill of health but said 
the X rays showed a tendency 
toward hardening of the 
arteries. I asked him what I

This report has caused me 
quite a bit of concern because 
I have seen the mental confu­ 
sion in older people caused by 
hardening of the arteries. 
Naturally I do not want this to 
happen to me. Could you give 
me any encouragement for 
my future health? 
DEAR READER - En­ 
couragement coming up. In 
the first place the kind of 
changes you can see on 
routine X rays in the arteries 
is not the kind that causes 
heart and brain disease. That 
ought to make you feel better. 
I am sure your doctor saw the 
kind we worry less about. 
The kind of change we see in 
the arteries that causes heart 
attacks and strokes is the 
deposition of fatty-cholesterol 
J 
»articles just under the inside 
ining of the artery. The 
deposits bulge into the open­ 
ing and shut it off partially or 
completely, or rupture, 
leading to the local formation1 
of a clot in the artery. This 
causes a stroke (big or small) 
and heart attacks, depending 
on what artery is involved. 
Another change we often 
see is the formation of 
calcium in the middle part of 
the arterial wall. This will 
make the artery hard, like a 
lead pipe, but it won’t cause it 
to become obstructed. The 
calcium is radio-opaque, and 
it can be seen on the X ray. 
These deposits are commonly 
present in the wall of the main 
big artery, the aorta, that 
supplies all the body except 
the lungs. 
To see the changes that 
obstruct arteries, you need to 
inject a radio-opaque dye into 
the artery and then take 
special pictures. This is what 
is done to see the changes in 
the coronary arteries or to 
visualize the arteries to the 
brain. That is not the kind of 
test you have on a routine 
medical examination, so that 
is not what your doctor is talk­ 
ing about. 
Senility changes can and do 
occur even when there is no 
impairment of circulation to 
the brain. Nevertheless, if you 
can maintain normal circula­ 
tion you have a better chance 
of avoiding the changes you 
want to escape. 
To do this you should try to 
avoid or eliminate any tenden­ 
cy to obesity, use the kind of 
diet we recommend to pre­ 
vent atherosclerosis, the for­ 
mation of fatty-cholesterol 
deposits, and maintain a 
regular exercise program. If

DEAR DR. LAMB — I am a 
61-year-old female weighing 
about 136 pounds and am 5- 
feet-6 inches tall.

My physician gave me a 
clean bill of health but said 
the X rays showed a tendency 
toward hardening of the 
arteries.

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could do about that he replied, 
"nothing.” 
This report has caused me 
quite a bit of concern because 
I have seen the mental confu­ 
sion in older people caused by 
hardening of the arteries. 
Naturally I do not want this to 
happen to me. Could you give 
me any encouragement for 
my future health? 
DEAR READER - En­ 
couragement coming up. In 
the first place the kind of 
changes you can see on 
routine X rays in the arteries 
is not the kind that causes 
heart and brain disease. That 
ought to make you feel better. 
I am sure your doctor saw the 
kind we worry less about. 
The kind of change we see in 
the arteries that causes heart 
attacks and strokes is the 
deposition of fatty-cholesterol 
particles just under the inside 
lining of the artery. The 
deposits bulge into the open­ 
ing and shut it off partially or 
com pletely, 
or 
rupture, 
leading to the local formation 
of a clot in the artery. This 
causes a stroke (big or small) 
and heart attacks, depending 
on what artery is involved. 
Another change we often 
see is the form ation of 
calcium in the middle part of 
the arterial wall. This will 
make the artery hard, like a 
lead pipe, but it won’t cause it 
to become obstructed. The 
calcium is radio-opaque, and 
it can be seen on the X ray. 
These deposits are commonly 
present in the wall of the main 
big artery, the aorta, that 
supplies all the body except 
the lungs. 
To see the changes that 
obstruct arteries, you need to 
inject a radio-opaque dye into 
the artery and then take 
special pictures. This is what 
is done to see the changes in 
the coronary arteries or to 
visualize the arteries to the 
brain. That is not the kind of 
test you have on a routine 
medical examination, so that 
is not what your doctor is talk­ 
ing about. 
Senility changes can and do 
occur even when there is no 
impairment of circulation to 
the brain. Nevertheless, if you 
can maintain normal circula­ 
tion you have a better chance 
of avoiding the change* you 
want to escape. 


To do this you should try to 
avoid or eliminate any tenden­ 
cy to obesity, use the kind of 
diet we recommend to pre­ 
vent atherosclerosis, the for­ 
mation of fatty-cholesterol 
deposits, and maintain a 
regular exercise program. If

Oil Company Ripoff

When the Organization of 
Petroleum 
Exporting Coun­ 
tries recently raised the price 
of crude they export by 10%, 
the American public groaned; 
they’ll have to shell out an 
additional $2 billion a year 
for gasoline. But the giant oil 
companies are jubilant; the 
new 
hike means additional 
profits. The only loser is the 
poor, hard-pressed consumer. 
Two years ago the Arab oil 
lands, 
Iran and 
Venezuela 
quadrupled the price of oil, 
then nationalized-at confis­ 
catory rates—the oil compan­ 
ies’ assets. The public was 
aghast. It was commonly be­ 
lieved that the consumer was 
not only saddled with a mul­ 
ti-billion additional burden in 
the form of higher oil prices, 
but that the international oil 
companies were also badly 
crippled. And, in fact, the 
loss of the huge oil fields, 
with their trillions of dollars 
of proved oil reserves, was a 
grievous blow to the big com­ 
panies. 
But it was not an immedi­ 
ate financial loss. On the con­ 
tra r y , 
th e 
oil companies 
quickly recouped their loss 
on overseas operations-and 
went on to make additional, 
“ em erg en cy ” 
profits. 
For 
now, thanks to the Great Oil 
Heist of 1973, the oil they 
pumped from their American 
oil fields is fetching three and 
four times more, and they’re 
making fabulous profits. 
The biggest beneficiary has 
been the giant, Rockefeller- 
controlled Exxon. Last year 
the firm, which had changed 
its name from Esso, perhaps 
to 
incorporate 
the double 
cross into its title, chalked up 
a $10.9 billion profit. That is 
much more than the annual 
budget of most nations. It 
paid its corporate ruler, J. 
Kenneth Jamieson, a salary 
more than three times Presi­ 
dent Ford’s. With such pick­ 
ings- Exxon is well able to 
face the fines that might be 
levied against the company 
from the anti-trust charges 
b ro u g h t 
by 
C onnecticut, 
Florida, Kansas and the Fed­ 
eral Trade Commission. 
Mobil Oil, another Rocke­ 
feller corporation, 
netted 
$3.6 billion profit. It also 
managed to pay only 1.6% 
federal tax last year-far be­ 
low the 49% standard corpor­ 
ate tax. Like Exxon, Mobil al­ 
so faced anti-trust charges, 
plus multiple air quality viola­ 
tions, environmental viola­ 
tions and oil discharge viola­ 
tions. 
Compared with those very 
adroit corporations, Gulf, the 
oil company of the fabulous 
Mellon family, whose profits 
soared a fantastic 440% dur­ 
ing the 1972-74 period, ap­ 
pears “ poor but honest,” hav­ 
ing paid almost 5% federal 
tax on its $3.9 billion net 
profit. Gulf also is fighting 
charges of environmental vio­ 
lations and faces a rap for il­ 
legal political contributions. 
The multi-national, multi- 
biilion-dollar Texaco empire 
operates in 84 countries, with 
its own fleet of 205 tankers 
and 37,000 miles of pipeline. 
Last year the company paid 
less than 2% federal tax on a 
$2.8 billion net profit! 
It appears as if the greasy 
fingers of the major oil com­ 
panies are dipping into Uncle 
Sam’s pocket. Judging from 
my gasoline bill and my tax 
bill, I’m sure their fingers are 
in mv pocket.

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Patients entering 
state institutions 
see list of rights

JEFFERSON . CITY 
Mental 
health 
patients 
voluntarily entering state 
institutions are now signing an 
admission form which lists the 
state’s “rights of patients” 
laws on the back. 
The form’s final draft was 
presented last week to mental 
health 
facility 
superin­ 
tendents by Derek D. Hughes, 
a deputy director in the 
* Department of Mental Health. 
“The form makes our in­ 
tentions perfectly clear and 
from a legal point of view it’s 
an improvement over old 
forms,” says Hughes. 
He said there had been no 
problems in the past with 
patients misunderstanding the 
terms of their hospitalization, 
but other states had instituted 
patients’ rights forms and 
Missouri was following suit. 
Previously each facility had 
its own form. Now all mental 
health institutions will use the 
standardized version. 
The statutes placed on the 
back of the form state that a 
voluntary 
patient 
who 
requests his release shall be 
allowed to leave provided he is 
over 16 years of age. A 
guardian’s consent is not 
necessary. 
If a hospital head, through a 
court order, decides to confine 
the patient for the patient’s or 
society’s safety, his release 
may not be delayed more than 
10 days. 
Other statutes cited on the 
form list certain civil rights to 
which a patient is entitled, 
such as m ail privileges, 
voting, and the receiving of 
visitors. Hospital authorities 
still are allowed to “determine 
(when) it is necessary for the 
medical welfare of the patient 
to impose restrictions.” 
Six regulations of state 
mental institutions requiring 
the patient’s consent before 
admission are printed on the 
form’s front. 
They state the patient “will 
obey all rules and regulations 
of said facility” and he “may 
not leave said facility against 
the advice or consent of the 
superintendent . . . without 
giving 48 hours written notice

A statute on the hack of the 
form says that within 46 hours 
of a release request a facility 
head 
can 
file 
in 
county 
probate court “a certification 
that the release of the patient. 
. . be postponed for as long as 
the court.. . determines to be 
necessary . . . but in no event 
more than 10 days.” 
The sixth regulation informs 
the patient that the facility 
may wish to contact his family 
or friends for helpful in­ 
formation 
during 
his 
hospitalization. This is not a 
breach of confidentiality, 
authorities say, because the 
patient can designate which 
information he doesn’t want 
released. 
The new forms contain no 
agreement for special surgery 
or treatment (such as electro­ 
shock), he says. If a doctor 
decides such further treat­ 
ment is necessary, separate 
consent fro ms need to be 
signed by the patient. 
Campaign 
fund-raisers 
exchange monies 


ST LOUIS (AP) - The chief 
Missouri fund-raisers for the 
presidential campaigns of Ger­ 
ald Ford and Ronald Reagan 
have found a way to obtain 
more money for their candi­ 
dates under the new campaign 
financing laws. 
Each ia contributing $1,000 to 
the presidential campaign of 
the other’s candidate. 
Leif J. Sverdrup, finance 
chairman for Ford’s campaign 
in Missouri, contributed $1,000 
to Reagan’s campaign, and Wil­ 
liam McBride Love, Reagan’s 
state fund-raiser, gave $1,000 to 
Ford’s campaign. 
The tradeoff was prompted 
by financing laws that forbid 
an individual from giving more 
than $1,000 to a candidate. 
The St. Louis businessmen 
said it began as a joke, but that 
it had a practical purpose — 
each side received more in con­ 
tributions. 
Sverdrup related that he met 
Love one day and said to him, 
“Look here, I need $1,000 from 
you for President Ford.” Love 
countered that he would be 
glad to accept the contribution 
to Reagan, Sverdrup sad, and 
soon the deal was aesled. 
“We each like both candi­ 
dates,” said Love. “Our hope Is 
that there will be no bitterneea 
in the campaigns, no throat-cut­ 
ting. We are both working for 
the beat interests of our candi­ 
dates.”
